2. Spoke with Mr. Arens of the. staff of the Senate Judiciary Committee, Sub- 
committee on Immigration, regarding letter of 2$ May from Mr. Schroder of his staff, 
requesting information concerning any data on the activities of h EGA. officials abroad. 
Informed him, after consulting with the Executive, that this was outside our jurisdiction, 
and that any information which by chance we might have received would have been trans- 
mitted to the security officer of ECA and the FBI, from whom he could obtain it.
